James de Rothschild, elder 
son of Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, died in England 
yesterday at the age of 79,

Born in Paris, James de 
Rothschild received his high- 
er education at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He served 
in Parliament from 1929 until 
1945, holding office for a short 
while as Parliamentary Se- 
cretary to the — * of 
Supply in Churchill's “Care- 
taker” government of 1945. 

During the First World 
War he rose to the rank of 
Major and was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal. 

Although he visited Israel 
for the first time in 19%,
